The  1933  new  crop  Iris  divisions  will  be 
shipped  at  your  convenience  any  time  from 
about  September  1  to  December.

Prices  are  for  divisions,  as  usually  sold 
and  planted. 

The  Iris  blossom  is  tripartite.  Three 
portions  stand  erect,  their  tips  meeting. 
These  are  called  the  standards.  Three 
portions  droop.  These  are  called  the  falls. 

Usually  the  two  sets  are  of  different 
colors,  shadings  or  markings.  In  describ¬ 
ing  Iris  blossoms  “S”  means  standards, 
“F”  means  falls.  Keep  this  in  mind  and  it 
will  help  you  to  visualize  the  appearance 
of  the  flower. 


NOTE.  You  will  notice  in  descriptions 
given  by  myself  and  others  the  word 
“self.”  This  means  that  both  standards 
and  falls  are  the  same  color,  and  that  the 
colors  are  not  “ringed  and  streaked,”  but 
are  without  markings  or  at  least  have  no 
conspicuous  markings.  Pink  Satin  is  an 
excellent  example  of  a  fine  Iris  “self.” 
Selfs  are  not  very  plentiful  among  Ins 
varieties.  Usually  the  standards  are 
lighter  than  the  falls. 

AMBASSADEUR.  A  wonderful  variety 
now  so  plentiful  that  costs  you  very  little. 
But  tho  inexpensive  Ambassadeur  com¬ 
pares  very  favorably  with  some  of  the 
newer  sorts  costing  a  dollar  or  more  each.

Good  thrips  news.  No,  there  are  no  good  thrips — 
except  dead  ones.  But  this  is  good  news  about  the 
thrips  problem  that  disconcerted  and  worried  many 
Glad  growers  a  year  ago. 

In  my  travels  and  from  letters,  from  many  sec¬ 
tions  where  thrips  were  an  alarming  issue  last  year, 
I  learn  that  thrips  can  be  controlled. 

Growers  whose  plants  and  bulbs  were  overrun  with 
thrips  last  fall  have  come  through  this  season  with 
beautiful  healthy  crops.  A  few  thrips  frolicking 
about  maybe,  but  not  causing  any  damage.  This  by 
following  the  simple  instructions  given  in  my  book¬ 
let,  "Glad  Gossip,”  and  by  other  Glad  growers,  as 
well  as  by  state  and  national  experts.  Some  just 
treated  their  bulbs,  others,  treated  bulbs  and  also 
sprayed.  Some  didn’t  do  anything  special.  Proving 
what  I  said  at  the  beginning — that  chances  are 
thrips,  like  other  pests,  may  come  and  go.  Worse 
some  seasons  than  others.  If  ever  the  sections 
where  thrips  abound  get  one  good  hard  old-fashioned 
cold  winter,  there’s  going  to  be  less  thrips  for  a 
while.  (The  booklet,  "Glad  Gossip,”  is  sent  my  cus¬ 
tomers  free  with  a  Glad  order  of  $1.00  or  more). 

Other  things  I  learned.  'That  no  Glad  is  as  good, 
or  as  bad,  as  it  behaves  certain  seasons,  or  under 
certain  conditions.  That  Miss  Greeley  is  too  early 
to  be  shown  at  the  big  Glad  shows —  unless  planted 
late.  That  all  white  Glads  will  show  at  least  a  trace 
of  pink  or  lavender  at  times,  due  to  soil  and  sea¬ 
sonal  conditions.  Some  more,  some  less.  Is  no 
disgrace  if  do.  That  rogues  appear  in  the  best 
regulated  Glad  gardens.  'That  few  varieties,  if  any, 
are  above  reproach  in  matter  of  florets  coming  badly 
placed  at  times.  That  no  Glad  grower  has  tried 
placing  an  old-fashioned  scare  crow  in  his  patch  to 
shoo  the  thrips  away.  That  what  we  Glad  growers 
need  is  zippers  for  hard  shelled  bulblets. 

Some  Super  Glads.  Limited  space  prevents  my 
mentioning  ALL  the  favorites.  But  there  are  some 
that  are  going  strong  in  my  gardens  and  with  other 
growers.  Commander  Koehl  well  named,  says  a  cus¬ 
tomer.  It  commands  attention.  My  Betty  Nuthall 
still  stops  garden  visitors.  I  told  you  years  ago  that 
Minuet  would  hold  its  own  in  its  color  class.  It  has. 
Don’t  cry  if  you  can’t  have  Pelegrina.  Just  plant 
some  Aida  and  you  will  have  swell  rich  colored  Glads 
of  violet-blue,  with  that  reddish  metallic  throat, 
giving  a  brilliant  snappy  effect.  And  so  early,  too. 
Wasaga  is  so  unusual  in  color,  that  nothing  takes 
its  place.  Coronation,  Debenaire  and  Duna  are  thrc^ 
more  Palmer  varieties  of  unusual  coior  and  merit. 
King  Arthur  is  rolling  up  a  big  majority  of  admix¬ 
ing  fans.  Nothing  like  it. 

From  Dubuque,  Iowa,  comes  a  report,  “Miss  Gree¬ 
ley  did  wonders  for  me  this  year.  It  was  the  largest 
spike  I  raised — 5%  feet  tall,  7  open  florets  6  inches 
across.”

What  Size  Shall  I  Buy? 

A  Barge  bulb  usually  produces  two  spikes 
of  blossoms,  sometimes  three.

Small  bulb  is  not  certain  to  bloom,  but  many 
smaller  bulbs  will  bloom,  producing  smaller 
spikes. 

Medium  and  Small  bulbs  are  especially 
valuable  for  producing  new,  vigorous  bulbs 
and  many  bulblets.

Nor  did  the  Greeley 
pilgrims  have  time  to  form  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
Garden  Club. 

P®-®®-  Beautiful  Greeley  has  a  live 
i-.harnber  of  Commerce  and  Garden  Club.  Cooperating,  they 
sought  a  new.  unnamed  Gladiolus  of  real  merit  to  be  named 
for  their  city. 

Naturally,  they  turned  to  me  to  find  such  a  Glad.  And, 
naturally,  I  turned  to  the  Briggs  Floral  Company  in  Cali- 
tornia.  I  knew  Mrs.  Briggs  could  fill  this  order  if  anyone 
could.  Luck  was  with  me.  The  Briggs  folks  made  me  a  propo¬ 
rtion,  based  on  my  buying  the  entire  stock.  This  was  tar 
too  much  for  the  Greeley  flower  lovers  to  take  over.  So  I 
^ok  a  Long”  chance,  bought  the  stock,  sold  the  Greeley 
Garden  club  what  they  needed,  and  planted  the  rest. 

Miss  Greeley  has  already  become  internationally  famous. 
So  much  like  one  of  its  parents,  W.  H.  Phipps,  but  so  early 
that  it  is  usually  done  blooming  before  Phipps  begins.  Other- 
wise,  not  quite  so  swell  as  Phipps  in  some  points,  but  really 
better  in  others.  Its  main  value  is  in  that  it  comes  so  much 
earlier  and  sells  to  florists  as  Phipps  in  big  floral  markets. 
Glad  fans  living  where  seasons  are  short,  write  me  that  whereas  they  used  to  start  Phipps 
in  cold  frames  to  get  blooms,  now  can  plant  Miss  Greeley  right  out  in  the  garden  and  be  sure 
of  blooms  before  frost. 


Elaborate  descriptions  not  necessary  when  I  tell  you  that  at  a  committee  meeting  of  five 
Glad  fans  in  New  England,  one  brought  some  spikes  of  Miss  Greeley.  “Four  out  of  five” 
said  it  was  Phipps.  The  fifth,  one  of  the  keenest  of  Glad  experts  named  it  correctly. 

There  is  only  a  moderate  supply  of  Miss  Greeley  in  the  world  yet.  I’m  not  caring  to  sell 
very  much  of  it.  Rather  plant.  May  withdraw  part  or  all  my  stock  in  January.  While  I  can 
spare,  I’ll  supply  you  at  prices  given  elsewhere  in  these  pages.  Do  not  see  my  way  to  offer 
large  lots  to  anyone. 


Red  Phipps 

A  Phipps  seedling,  originated  by  Mrs.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Briggs.  Much  earlier  than  Phipps. 

The  blossoms  have  that  charming  sheen 
found  in  the  original  Mr.  W.  H.  Phipps  Glad. 

Plants  and  bulbs  also  resemble  Phipps,  but 
appear  to  be  free  from  some  weaknesses  often 
found  in  Phipps  stocks. 

Spikes  long,  straight  and  strong,  but  no  ex¬ 
cess  baggage.  Flower  heads  run  more  uniform 
than  Phipps.  Few,  if  any,  stubby  spikes. 

Placement  of  florets  splendid.  Facing  equal¬ 
ly  good.  Florets  set  close  to  spike.  No  loppy, 
floppy  habits.  Ideally  built  spike  and  buds  for 
packing  and  shipping. 

Color,  a  pleasing,  glowing  bright  red.  Maybe 
according  to  Ridgeway  this  does  not  describe 
it,  but  the  effect  is  RED  that  IS  red. 

Size  of  florets  good  but  not  gigantic.  Size 
varies  a  good  bit  according  to  locality,  season, 
culture,  but  usually  satisfactory. 

Plenty  blossoms  open,  but  not  so  many  at  a 
time  as  Phipps. 

Iiater:  Since  the  above  was  written  I’ve  re¬ 
ceived  many  splendid  reports. 

More  good  news — Red  Phipps  won  many 
prizes  at  leading  shows  last  summer.  At  the 
Century  of  Progress  show  in  Horticultural 
Hall,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Illinois  Gla¬ 
diolus  Society.  Red  Phipps  won  first  place  in 
the  three  spike  class,  first  in  single  spike 
class,  and  the  three  spikes  were  awarded  the 
Century  of  Progress  medal  as  the  best  three 
spikes  at  the  show. 

Still  more.  At  the  combined  Show  of  the 
American  Gladiolus  Society,  the  Indiana  Gla-  ^ 
diolus  Socity  and  the  Michigan  Show  at  La 
Porte.  Indiana,  Red  Phipps  received  first  place 
in  the  three  spike  class  and  first  in  the  single 
spike,  recent  introductions. 

At  the  Ohio  State  Show  at  Akron,  Red 
Phipps  again  won  first  in  the  red  three  spike 
class.  For  prices  see  other  pages. 

East  spring  an  ad  appeared,  offering  Red 
Phipps  in  large  lots,  cheap.  I  never  sold 
enough  to  be  grown  and  listed  in  large  lots. 
The  party  pulled  other  fast  ones  also.  But  ran 
amuck.

Center  of  some  petals 
faintly  tinted  carmine.  Strong,  tall  mid¬ 
season  variety  and  free  bloomer.  Frag¬ 
rant.  48c. 

BARONESS  SCHROEDER.  Buds  delicate 
flesh,  changing  to  white.  Later  than 
Avalanche.  75c. 


EDULIS  SUPERBA.  Bright  rose-pink. 
Very  early.  Fragrant.  A  favorite  cut 
flower  variety.  45c. 

ELWOOD  PLEAS.  Lovely  shell  pink, 
delightfully  fragrant.  Strong  stems  sup¬ 
port  well  the  very  large  blooms.

JUBILEE,  An  immense,  unique  show 
variety,  opening  delicate  pink  but  quickly 
changing  to  pure  white.  Petals  are  irregu¬ 
lar  in  shape,  a  mixture  of  very  wide  and 
very  narrow.

SOLANGE.  A  most  unusual,  interesting 
and  charming  Peony.  A  real  novelty. 
Nothing  else  quite  like  it.  Color,  soft  pink- 
cream  with  a  slight  suffusion  of  tan  or 
Havana  brown,  this  deepening  at  the 
heart.  Rose  type  flowers,  coming  out  just 
a  little  later  than  the  average  midseason 
varieties.  The  buds  are  exceedingly  solid 
and  heavy,  the  petals  are  many  and  rather 
closely  packed,  and  of  fine  texture.

Even  without  disbudding,  the  center  flower 
is  of  immense  size.  Often  as  many  as  5 
lateral  or  side  blooms  of  good  size  also. 
Therese  has  been  rated  as  the  best  pink. 
Takes  several  years  for  plants  to  produce 
typical  Therese  blooms.  $i.20. 

WALTER  FAXON.  Uniform  bright  rose, 
deepening  towards  the  center.
